Cleveland, Ohio, May 28.—The repwbll- 
can state convention, which has been a 
continued ovation here all week to Sena- 
tor Hanna, closed this evening with a 
great demonstration in his j”onor, to 
which he responded in a characteristic 
‘ppeeoh. The senator at former state con- 
ventions. has sounded keynotes that were 
taken up by republican glee clubs. He 
told them today to sing “‘Keep on let- 
ting well enough alone’ in the campaign 
rallies this year. 

Tne convention was distinguished for 
harmony. One of the last reconciliations 
Was that of Senator Hanna and former 
Governor Asa 8S. Bushnell, of Springfield. 
The latter hag been here all week, but 
Bushnell and Hanna never spoke as they 
paesed each others’ quarters. They had 
not spoken since the memorable contest 
for senatorship in 1897. Before going to 
the convention today they met in the most 
cordial manner. The delegates who ‘‘got 
them together’’ gave glowing reports 
around the convention hall ot the way 
they were calling each other ‘“Mark"’ 
and “Asa’’ again, 

Senetor Hanna and George B. Cox, of 
Cincinnati, also had a friendly farewell 
tonight after a contest during the day 
over nominations, 

What were called the Hanna men won 
on all ballots, but Cox supported none 
éf the winners. In making .wup the state 
ticket Hanna and Cox were on opposing 
sides today, the same as in the contest 
for the organization of the legislature last 
January, but good feeling prevailed after 
the convention was over. 

Senator Hanna Speaks. . 

There were joud calls for Senator Hau- 
na after the ticket had been nominated 
and the great demonstration of the con- 
vention occurred as he was being escort- 
ed to the platform. He said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Fellow-tepublicans: 
The candidates which you Nave nomi- 
nated wilj receive tne unanimous support 
of the republicans of Onio.

Who Reaches Atlanta This Morning Shortly Before Noon To Be the 
Guest of the City. 


| WU COMES TO ATLANTA 
FRESH FROM CHARMING 
_MILLEDGEVILLE FOLK 
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Chinese Minister Makes Delightful Speech to the 
Students==Inspects Insane Asylum-=Programme 
for Minister’s Reception in. Atlanta Today: 


By Fred Lewis. 

Milledgeville, Ga., May 2.—(Specta!.)— 
Chinese Minister Wu Ting-fang surprised, 
delighted and charmingly entertained MiI- 
ledgeville today. His address at the com- 
mencement of the Georgia Military, col- 
lege, -the feature of the day, was scholar- 
ly, appropriate and replete with wisdom 
and humor. 

It was during his visit to the state san- 
itarium this afternoon that he surprised 
every one by his eager questioning and 
hurried movement to see all there was 
to bé seen. The city was decorated here 
and there with Oriental red and yellow 
Chinese flags. Everywhere the dragon 
was floated to the breeze. The historic 
old state capitol, where the college now 
holds sway, and. the stately central build- 
ing of the sanitarium sported the Celes- 
tial colors for the first time in their 
Nves. 


Atlanta Party Meets Wu. 

The Atlanta party, which came over 
in’ Qéeréral “Mandger Scott's private car, 
arrived at 1 o’elock, There were in the 
party President H. H. Cabaniss, J. R. 
Nutting, Dr. W. 8. Elkin, F. J. Paxon, 
A. A. Meyer and T. J. Day, of the 
Carnegie IdAbrary institute; Dr. C. C. 
Pinckney and W. J. Davis. Minister Wu 
and his secretary, Mr. Chung, were being 
entertained at hinch «at the college, the 
exercises having been concluded, when 
the party arrived. The Atlantans were 
introduced to the minister and his sec- 
retary by Professor William E. Rey- 
nolds, principal of the college, and Mr 
Wu at once. made inquiries as to the 
programme in Atlanta. He wanted its 
every detail. President Cabaniss told him 
of the arrangements, the reception at the 
driving club in the afternoon, his lecture 
at the Grand at 8:15 tomorrow night, and 
the banquet to follow and, so far as he 
gave expression, they seemed to suit 
him. 

On his arrival here this morning Min- 
ister Wu was warmly greeted by the 
students assembled on the broad, shaded 
lawn, before the old capitol. In the old 
ball of the house of representatives, where 


| Georgia’s foremost statesmen have made 


famous history, Mr. Wu was introduced 
to his audience, an audience that crowd- 
ed it beyond the doors, by Professor 
Reynolds, who spoke of the honor to the 
school in the appearance of a most dis- 
tinguished representative of the oldest 
civilized country In the world to grace its 
commencement exercises. Minister Wu 
delighted his audience with the ease of 
his address, the beauty of hig diction, 
and his mastery of English. 
Mr. Wu’s Speech. 

In opening, he said: 

“Tt seems like putting the cart before 
the horse to apply the term ‘qpmmience- 
ment’ to an event which marks the ter- 
mination of a college course. I have 
often wondered at this seelmng contra- 
ietion. But I have no doubt that you 
have a good reason for it. The Romans 
used to represent their god, Janus, with 
two faces, one looking forward and the 
other looking backward. The college 
commencement likewtse presents itself 
in two entirely different views. If viewed 
backwards, it marks the termination of a 
reriod of prepafation, if viewed forward, 
it marks the entrance into the activities 
of life. .It is rightly regarded as an 
event of great interest and importance in 
a young man’s career. It is, at best, 
one of the turning points of his life.” 

Minister Wu _ spoke of the, fact that 
special empbasis is laid upon education 
in China, not only upon the intellectual, 
but upon the so-called five relations of 
sovereign and subject. parent and child, 
vounger brothers, husband and wife and 
friend and friend. From these relations 
are deducted all the duties that can-pos- 
sibly. arise between man and man. He 
showed that duty in.these relations. 
especially that of the child to its parents, 
was the most important Chinese children 
had to learn. Speaking of the relation 
of husband and wife, he said: 

“The relation of husband and wife is 
one of great importance. Foreign travel- 
ers delight to dilate upon the degrading 

“ttion of the wife In China. Some of 
them go so far as to say that Chinese 
marriages are unhappy. All that I have 
to say is that they speak only from 
hearsay, and not from experience. 


Wo Old Maids in China. 


‘Tt is true that Chinese women do not 
enjiov as much freedom as their American 
sisters, but they at the same time have 
this inestimable advantage: they are not 
forever haunted by the fear of being left 
‘nlf matds.” They all expect to get mar- 
ried. and they all eventually do get mar- 
ried. ‘Old maids’ are rara avis in China. 
The truth Is that the position of the wife, 
instead of heing degrading. i« full of digc- 
nity from “the Chinese standpoint. Home 
ja regarded as her own special sphere. 
Naturally she t« a power behind the 
throne. Tt is net nereeeary for me to ad- 
Avnece instances in which eminent men in 
Chinese history have owed their greatne«s 
to their wives.

In preparing its pregramme the French 
embassy had arranged that when General 
Brugere toasted the American army Gent- 
eral Miles was to toast the valor of the 
French army amd that when Admiral 
Fourter felicitated the American Navy 
Admiral Dewey was to speak of the glory 
of the French service. Both officers were 
. notified and promptly prepared addresses, 
Lieutenant H. H. Whitney was detailed 
to accompany General Miles and have the 
copy of his speech ready for distribution 
to the press, and Lieutenant Nathan Sar- 
gent was fo perform similar duties for 
Admiral Dewey. Then these two mem- 
bers of the staff were unexpectedly cut 
out of the programme and the general 
and admiral were left without alds, 

For some reason not explained “the 
higher authorities” determined that Gen- 
eral ‘Miles and Admiral Dewey were not 
to respond to the toasts, but that the 
secretary of war and the secretary of the 
navy were to have that honor. The com- 
mittee was so informed, but failed to tell 
the admiral and the general, so that when 
the party sat at the table of the Gaulots 
both General Miles and Admiral Dewey 
awaited their turn. It never came. Sec- 
retary Root rose when the French general 
spoke and responded and Secretary Moody 
followed the French admiral.’

New York, May 28.—General Brugore 
and Vice Admiral Fournier, of the French 
spectal mission, made an official visit to- 
day to Rear Admiral Barker, at the navy, 
yard.

Opposes Hill Coinage Bil, 


Hie Asserts That Purpose of Measure 
Is to Strike Down Silver, Retire 
Greenbacks and Make For- 
mation of a Money 
Trust Possible.

Washington, May 2.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Lewis, of Georgia, who is one of the 
minority members of the coinage commit- 
tee, made the closing argument this even- 
ing against the passage of the Hill sub- 
sidiary coinage bill. The bill will be 
voted on tomorrow and the indications 
are that it will pass by a strict party 
vote. dt provides for the coinage of tne 
bullion now in the treasury into subdsidi- 
ary coin and also for the coinage of ex- 
isting silver dollars into subsidiary coin 
in the discretion of the secretary of the 
treasury. 

Voicing the views of the democrats, Mr. 
Lewis attacked the bill for its insincerity, 
Geclaring that its real purposes are not 
what the bill pretends, but to destroy the 
silver dollars, which are now legal ten- 
der, and to build up‘a money trust into 
whose hands would be placed the furnish- 
ings of the currency of the country, this 
being taken away from the government, 
where it properly belongs. He declared 
that this bill was the first step and the 
mext would be the retirement of the 
@reenbacks as provided in the Fowler bill, 
which the republicans do not pass now 
simply because they are afraid to go 
before the people in the elections in its 
defense. 

To Strike Down Silver Dollar. 

Mr. Lewis showed that 30 per cent of 
the existing subsidiary coin is now held 
én the treasury and claimed there is no 
need of further coinage until this is put 
{n circulation. He said there would be no 
opposition to the coinage of additional 
Subsidiary coin if that were necessary, but 
while it pretended to furnish this coin, 
the democrats oppose this bill because 
Its real purpose was to strike down the 
silver dollar. The bil} is dishonest on its 
face, he asserted. The existing law pro- 
vides that the bullion in the treasury shall 
be coined into silver dollars, which shall 
be legal tender, while this bill provides 
that not only the bullion shall be divert- 
ed from that channel, but that eventually 
the silver dollars themselves shall be 
coined into subsidiary coin. 

Mr. Lewis reviewed the history of the 
republican party on finance, showing it 
had gone ‘before the country declaring 
that the act of March 14, 1900, had given 
a perfect system of finance, while they 
now admit the whole thing was a fallure, 
claiming now that we must get rid of both 
the silver dollar and the greenback before 
there will be a perfect system. He al- 
leged that the Fowler bill reveals the real 
purposes of the republicans to be to cre- 
ate a great Danking trust, and that this 
Hill Dill is the first step toward that end. 


During much of his speech Mr. Lewis: 


Was engaged in a running debate with 
Mr. Hill, the author of the bill. The 
Georgia member was heartily congratu- 
lated by his colleagues upon his argu- 
ment, which cleaftly and succinctly set 
forth the reasons of the democrats in op- 
posing the bill. 

The limit of the subsidiary coinage is 
now $100,000,000. The bill increases this to 
an indefinite amount fn the discretion of 
the secretary of the treasury. 

Mr. Newlands, of Nevada, finally offered 
an amendment to make subsidiary silver 
a legal tender and this amendment was 
pending when the house adjourned, 

Hill Defends Measure. 

Mr. Hill, of Connecticut, who had change 
of the bill, said there seemed to be a 
misunderstanding as to the scope of the 
bill. It had nothing to do with the ques- 
tion of the exchangeability or redemption 
of silver dollars contained in the Howler 
Dill. It covered only the subject of sub- 
sidiary coinage and was so innocent that 
the minority had not seen fit to attack 
it in thelr report. It provided for the 
coinage of the silver bullion in the treas- 
ury, and the recoinage of silver dollars 
into subsidiary coin as public necessities 
might require. 

Mr. Bell, of Colorado, opened against 
the bill. He declared that every great 
panic from which the country had suf- 
fered had been precipitated by ‘‘currencv 
tinkers,’’ like Mr. Hii. The ultimate aim 
of Mr. Hill and his friends, he said, was 
to creat an all-powerful banking trust, 
which would control the tssue of paper 
currency. If their programme was car- 
ried out, he said ail the currency would 
disappear except gold and bank paper. 
The pending ill, he said, was one of 
three and the only one the republicans 
dare pass in the face of the congressional 
elections.

‘Washington, May . %—Representative 
Bartlett, of Georgia, today introduced a 
resolution requesting information. from 
the secretary of war as to the amount 
of salary or other compensation paid 
General Leonard ‘Wood as governor gen- 
eral of Cuba and by what authority such 
payments were made. *, 

“I shall be delighted to have «ll mat- 
ters looked into that may seem -in any 
way questionable. All of the expenditures 
made during the military adminis®ration 
in Cuba were authorized and it now 
becomes a mere question of authority. 
It seems to me that in this instance the 
authority Was the best, that of the pres- 
ident himself.” 

This was General Leonard Wood's com- 
ment upon being shown the resolution in- 
troduced in the house calling upon the 
Secretary of war to transmit an item- 
ize@® account of the expenditures made 
by General Wood while the island was 
under the military control of the United 
States. . 

General Wood reached the city today. 
His face is bronzed by the tropical sun 
and he looks the picture of health. From 
Jacksonville to Washington he came on 
the sea tug Kanawha. General Wood 
called upon the president and secretary of 
war today and was given a royal wel- 
come at the Metropolitan Club, where he 
lunched. 

He .was heartily congratulated on all 
sides for his notable success in adminis- 
tering affairs in Cuba. He expects to live 
aboard the Kanawha for several days 
as he is in the midst of writing his re« 
port and can have quiet there. He thinks 
it will take at least six weeks before he 
entirely closes up the affairs of the Cuban 
military government. When that work is 
done, he will join his family in the south 
of France, and in the fall will attend 
the German military maneuvers. 

General Wocd, in an interview, safd: 

“The people of Cuba are a good, hard- 
working lot. There is less than 2 per 
cent of Americans on the island. The pop- 
ulation is almost exclusively foreign to 
us. When one stops to think that to- 
day Cuba has no beggars one must be 
impressed with the belief that there is 
some virtue in the people of the island

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pulled down from any territory that it ever 
claimed jurisdiction of; it never will be pulled 
down while the republican president is in the 
white house.

The American army has taken up a work 
of establishing order and maintaining au- 
thority in the distant Philippines, and while 
we deplore and severely condemn any in- 
stances of cruelty which may have occurred, 
we remember that our soldiers are fighting a 
barbarous and treacherous foe, who have often 
inflicted snost inhuman and revolting atro- 
cities upon their prisoners. We resent with 
indignation recent democratic efforts to druk 
its honor tn the dust, and to cesut reproach on 
its fair name. 

Tne platform declares against anarchy, 
denounces lynching and all forms of mob 
violence, comments the reenacted Chimese 
exclusion law, recommends a swhbstantial 
and uninterrupted increase ig the strength 
of the navy ahd urges legislation that 
will expedite the construction of the isth- 
mian canal.

CANAL BILL

Washington, May 28.—(Special.)—The 
senate has agreed to vote on the Philip- 
pines bill on next Tuesday. Much in- 
tefest was taken by senators this aftcr- 
noon in the effort to reach an agreement 
as to the time for a vote, as there was, of 
course, a desire that nobody should be 
deprived of the opportunity to speak 
chould he desire to do so. The democrats 
have at no time shown a disposition to 
filibuster or neealessly delay a vote and 
they agreed that by meeting earlier to- 
morrow and Saturday all who desire to 
speak can do so. After the Philippines 
bill is disposed of the canal bill will be 
taken up. _ 

Pending the vote the senate will meet at 
11 o’clock each day except Friday, when 
adjournment will te taken, it being Me- 
morial day. On Monday and Tuesday the 
debate will be under the fifteen-minute 
rule. 


Burrows for the Bill. 

After some minor amendments had been 
made to the measure today Mr. Bur- 
rows, of Michigan, éxplained at length 
the bill. He strongly urged the enact- 
ment of the majority measure, maintain- 
ing that it would advance the interests 
and promote the prosperity of the islands, 
In Bis opinion it would be a mistake now 
to accord to the Filipinos self-govern- 
ment and independence. Such a proceed- 
ing could result only in disaster to the 
inhabitants and to possible anarchy in 
the islands. 

Mr. Culberson inquired if Mr. Lodge 
could give any idea of the scope of the 
inquiry mow being made by the Philip- 
pine committee, and when the inquiry 
would be concluded. Mr. Lodge said he 
thought the inquiry would continue as 
long as the session should last. 

“Unaffected by thé disposition of fhe 
pending bill?” inquited Mr. Culberson. 

“Entirely unaffeoted by the disposition 
of the bill,” replied Mr. Lodge. 

Mr. Hoar. presented a letter from Gen- 
eral M. P. Miller,..United States army, 
correcting. what he,.said, was, an error in 
a recent speech of “Mr. Hoar, who had 
snid that General ‘Mfiter ‘notoriously Wid 
want an attack and. Aguinaldo ‘met it 
with speedy defiance.”’ The reference 
being to the issuance by Generali Miller 
of President McKinley’s proclamation, 
a part of which was suppressed by Gen- 
eral Otis. 

Hoar Acquits Miller. 

In his letter General Miller said Mr. 
Hoar w&s in error. He said General Otis 
had not informed him that the president's 
proclamation was not to be issued in full. 
He was not’anxious for a fight, and al- 
ways had advised the Filipinos to accept 
the sovereignty of the United States as he 
believed the United States would grant 
them their reasonable desires. 

Mr. Hoar said the letter evidently was 
that of a sincere and honest gentleman. 
He absdlttely acquitted General Miller 
from publishing the proclamation in or- 
der to bring on hostilities. 

Mr. Lodge then offered some amend- 
ments to the bill, all being of minor char- 
acter, except those reducing the amount 
of land to be taken up by one person 
from 160 acres to # acres. The amend- 
ments were agreed to. 

In response to an inquiry by Mr. Teller, 
Mr. Lodge said the Philippine committee 
had not determined yet what change, if 
any, should be made in the provision of 
the bill, enabling a corporation to acquire 
§,000 acres of land.-He thought some 
change in the provision might be made, 
but what it would be he could not say.

Mrs. May Elliott, of the Salvation Army, 
ig‘ in trouble about doing some “rescue 
work” on her own hook which the police 
believed wasn’t altogether straight. She 
was afraigned before the recorder and 
allowed to go with some advice. The Sail- 
vation Army, it is said, will now take 
the matter up. 

The poliée took Ada Armond, a young 
girl, into custody Tuesday night for run- 
ning aWay from home and carried her 
before the recorder yesterday afternoon. 

The fact that the young girl's alleged 
benefactress, a woman of the Salvation 
Army, was on trial as well as the girl, 
made the story one with a double plot. 
The investigation wil] probably be fol- 
lowed by a courtmartial by the Salva- 
tion Army. 

Ada and Mrs. Elliott were locked up 
Tuesday night by order of the chief of 
Police, as it had been ‘reported to him 
the girl had run away and Mrs. Elliott 
was giving her improper shelter. 

When the girl and the woman were 
brought from the city prison by the po- 
lice matron the sister of the girl, her 
brother in law and three or four friends 
of the famfly were present, along with a 
representative of the Salvation Army. 

The arresting officers stated that Ada 
Armond had come to Atlanta from North 


Carolina to live with a sister and after. 


having arrived here she ran away. Tues- 
day she was located in Mrs. Elliott's resi- 
dence on Poplar street. Among the visi- 
tors at the Elliott house was a daughter 
of Mrs. Elliott’s. The daughter and Ada 
were said to be intimate friends and Mrs. 
Elliott knew of it s 
Couldn’t Control Her. 

The relatives of the girl simply stated 
she had come to Atlanta to live and act- 
ed so badly that they lost control over 
her. She had a father, they said, in South 
Carolina and she refused to go back to 
him. He was @ poor man and eeuld not 
come after her. 

Mrs. Elliott stood as mute and silent 
as a statue. 

Then the recorder asked the girl to 
talk. 

With tears in her blue eyes that look- 
ed innocent enough to have belonged to 
an angel, Ada said: 

“They drove me from home and said if 
I didn’t leave they would kick me out. 
Then I went. My father told me if I left 
him to come to Atlanta I must never’ put 
a foot: in his house again.‘ What was I 
to do? I did all that I could do. I went 
cut and got work and am now trying to 
earn an honest living.” 

“What about having Mrs. Elliott’s 
daughter as a friend?’’ the recorder asked. 

“She is only an acquaintance,” was ihe 
reply.  ‘‘I see very little of her. I went io 
Mrs. Elliott because she belongs to the 
Salvation Army and is said to be a nice, 
Christian lady.’ 

Mrs. Eliott beamed a kindly smile on 
the speaker, but spoke no word. 

The relatives of Ada denied all she 
stated about having been driven from 
her home. 

A “Very Queer Case.”’ 

“This is an all round very queer case,” 
said Recorder Broyles when rendering a 
decision. ‘“‘Here is this young girl, har- 
bored by a woman who belongs to an 
erder whose work it is to rescue such 
persons. Mrs. Elliott certainly knew it 
Wag wrong to let this young girl and h-r 
own daughter associate together. Mrs. El- 
liott would Rave been -better engaged if 
she had tried the rescue business on her 
own daughter. But, however, there is 
nothing tn the case for which I can fine 
Mrs. Elliott, so I will let her go with the 
advice to hold up on rescue work if she 
can’t do any better than she has done :n 
this case. Now for Miss Ada. I will say 
to her that she ought to be thankful to 
have a home to return to and to be able 
to turn back in time from the gilded path 
of sin which would have led to ruin and 
a hell on earth that words cannot picture. 
Let her be taken back to her relatives.” 

Ada Gets Bulky. 

“I don’t want to go Back to any old 
home,’’ pouted the young girl. 

“But back to your father you go,” said 
the recorder sternly. “I direct the po- 
jice matron to keep the girl in custody 
tntil arrangements can be made to take 
her to her father in South Carolina.” 

The girl stamped her foot upon the 
floor and looked as if she was about to 
run, but the police matron firmly, though 
kindly, led her back into the prison. 

Mrs. Elliott turned to leave the court 
room and, seeing a number of her Salva- 
tion Army friends, she rushed to them 
and felik weeping into the arms 6f two 
women:

NATIONAL FUNERAL GIVEN 
LATE LORD. PAUNCEFOTE 


Washington, May %.—The remains of 
the late Lord Pauncefote, British ambas- 
sador to Washington, today were accord- 
ed a national funeral. Every department 
of the national government, including 
President Roosevelt and cabinet, was 
represented and the numerous diplomatic 
bodies, of which for so many years the 
late Lord Pauncefote was dean, was pres- 
ent. The presence of a thousand men in 
arms was the visible sign of military par- 
ticipation in the funeral. 

Soon after 10 o’clock this morning the 
sound of marching feet and the slow notes 
of funeral music gave notice of the ap- 
proach of the funeral escort. 

With little delay the casket was lifted 
upon the shoulders of‘six brawny ma- 
rines and as many engineers and borne 
to the hearse. Bishops Mackay-Smith 
and Satterlee, who were to officiate at the 
church, were already seated in their car- 
riage, the mourners and the honorary 
pallbearers and the members of the Brit- 
ish embassy took their places in the line 
of carriages, the signal given and at a 
slow pace the procession started foward 
St. John church, the soldiers and ma- 
rines falling in the line of march as the 
column moved aiong. 

When the head of the procession ar- 
rived at the ohurch it halted and the 
remains, again raised on the shoulders 
of the enlisted men, were tenderly car- 
ried into the small church. 

The services at St. John church were 
very similar to those which marked the 
memorial -services held at that church 
in honor of the late Queen Victoria. The 
large choir of forty men and boys wong 
part.in the service at Lady Pauncefoge’s 


request, and the three hymns sung if 
the body of the service were also of her 
persona] selection. 

The entire chancel was filled with mag- 
nificent floral tributes, vast wreaths of 
the rarest orchids and lilies of the valley,

It is the first official public announce- 
ment that he has succeeded in the task 
he set for himself é¢ighteen years ago. 
He has, he believes, revolutionized trans- 
portation in all its branches. His new 
battery applies to every form of vehicle, 
from the lightest boy’s bicycle to the 
huge ocean liner and the great express 
train. 

For sixteen years Edison groped blindly 
jn the dark for the principle of the thing 
he wanted to make. Two years ago he 
discovered the principle and since then 
has been working on the actual mechan- 
ism. Some months ago he perfected this. 
and now, after numerous exhaustive ex- 
periments, he has finally announced that 
within six months he will be selling his 
hew motor to the world. 

As soon as a 5,00-mile endurance tes‘, 
to be started next week, has been com- 
pletéd, he will start the manufacture of 
strong batteries for use in automoblies, 
launches and street cars at his new fac- 
tofy in Glen Ridge, N. J. A rum to 
Paterson, made last Friday by two em-.- 
ployees of the inventor, over rough roads 
and grades of from 2 to 12 per cent for 60 
miles, brought the vehicle back with 83 
per cent of its original speed. Edison’s 
new motor will be applied to street cars, 
doing away with hoth overhead and un- 
derground trolleys and it is said the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company will be 
one of the first to adopt it.

The situation is be-* 
coming sd involved that it apparently will 
be impossible for the union men to -re- | 
main at work much longer without vio- 
lating the rules of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor, under which they hold char- 
ters. 

A strike among the beef butchers or hog 
buthers or any other set of men upon 
whom hundreds of others are dependent 
would cause a complete tie up in every 
branch. This is said to be not unlikely, 
because, in many instances, union men 
have been asked to do the work of the 
strikers and have been discharged upon 
refusal. Union men are forbidden to 
handle goods that have been prepared 
by non-union labor and it is said to be 
nearly impossible for the men to con- 
tinue without doing this. 


Sergeant Fears Great Strike. 

St. \Louis, May 28.—Frank P.. Sargent, 
member >of the national board of arbi- 
tration, af which Semator Hanna is chair- 
man, was in St. Louls today. Mr. Sar- 
gent said he thought that if the strike 
of anthracite miners be not settled within 
the next efg@ht or ten days there will, in 
all probability, be a sympathetic strike in 
the bituminous fields. Mr. Sargent said 
to the Associated Press: ‘‘Up to last Mon- 
day, when I left New York, both sides 
were standing firm, and from the condi- 
tion of things I think the country -will see 
a bitter contest. I was told by President 
Mitchell that the miners were never in 
better financial condition than now and 
they would be able tc hold out at least 
six months, if not longer. In the me&n- 
time everything possible is being done to 
arbitrate the differences. Should a sym- 
pathetic strike be decided on, probably 
450,000 miners in the bituminous fields will 
go oart.’’ 

Mr. Sargent said he did not think the 
strike would involve the railroad men. 

Special Officers Sworn in. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 2%.—The officers 
of e United Mine Workers assemblies 
of this city held a meeting here today 
and reports were received from commit- 
tees appointed to interview the engineers, 
firemen and pimpmen employed at the 
various collieries in this city and vicinity. 
These reports, so it was stated after 
the meeung, showed that very few of the 
firemen and pumpmen were found \who 
were unwilling to join the striking miners 
next Monday unless they were granted 
an eight-hour day. 

There were some engineera who said 
they would not quit work, ! but it is 
claimed they are comparatively few in 
number. Some coal operators and super- 
intendents held a secret meeting at one 
of the coal offices today. It is understood 
there was a, general discussion of the 
strike situation and what steps should be 
taken to protect the properties of the coal 
companies in case of trouble. The big 
coal companies continue to swear in spe- 
cial officers. . :

SETTLEMENT MADE 
IN WILL CONTEST 


Fabian Brown Estate Finally Disposed 
of Yesterday Afternoon. 


AGREEMENT BY ATTORNEYS 


Formal Orders Drawn by Ordinary 
Wilkinson, Disposing of $40,- 
000 Estate—Case Has 
Been Hard 
Fought. 


The Fabian Brown will case, which has 
been hotly contested in the Fulton coun- 
ty courts lately, was settled yesterday 
afternoon before Ordivary John R. Wil- 
kinson and the estate finally’ disposed of. 

The settlement was effected by an agree- 
ment between the attorneys representing 
the foreign heirs, the créditors and the 
administrator. The estate is valued at 
about $40,000. | 6 

Under the agreement the foreign heirs, 
about twenty in number, receive $3,663, 
the administrator, Rev. A. C: Ward, for 
money advanced and for commission, 
$1,500, and the creditors and their attor- 
neys $1,837. The balance of the estate 
goes to Mrs. Edward Cason, the only 
legatee, 

The fight over the estate was begun 
after the death of Mrs. Amelié Brown in 
January. Fabian Brown, hr husband, 
died several years ago, leavipty his enttre 
estate to his wife during her lifetime. 
In the will Mr. Brown specified that at 
the death of his wife certain portions 
were to be given to the foreign heirs. 

Mrs. Brown, by purchases, became the 
absolute owner of the greater portion of 
the estate left by her husband, and she 
made a will disposing of the whole es- 
tate. Under the terms of the will the 
property went to the grandson of Mrs. 
Brown. ? 

After her death the will was filed in 
the office of Ordinary Wilkinson and was 
probated in solemn form. A petitien was 
then presented to have the will approved 
in solemn form, but to this Mrs. Cason 
filed a caveat making objectfn. Mrs. 
Cason is the only child of Mrs. Brown. 
The foreign heirs also brought suit 
against Administrator Ward for the 
amounts originally willed them by Mr. 
Brown, they contending that Mrs. Brown 
had no right to will that portion to her 
grandson. 

By consent an appeal was taken from 
the ordinary’s court to the superior court 
and the case was tried before a jury. 
A verdict was returned adverse to the 
will and it was set aside. 

An order to this effect was transmitted 
to the ordinary’s court and made the or- 
der of that court, The attorneys for all 
parties interested then got together and 
reached the agreement aa ahove stated. 
The agreement was stated to Ordinary 
Wilkinson and he signed the formal or- 
der. 

A large number of attorneys were in- 
terested in the case and a hard fight has 
been made. The foreign heirs were rep- 
resented by. Attorneys Vassar Woolley 
and H. Weber; Mrs. Cason was repre- 
sented by Attorneys Kontz & Austin, W. 
H. Terrell and Goodwin, Anderson & 
Hallman; Judge J. T. Pendleton ‘repre- 
sented Administrator Ward; Attorney 
Heard Dent represented the creditors, 
and Attorney C. J. Simmons represented 
himself'itn the matte? of a loan. 


Firearms Recommended. 

The grand jury yesterday adopled a 
recommendation: to the effect that the 
office of Sale pa be supplied with fire- 
arms for use4n case of riot or Alsorder. 

The recommendation proposes six win- 
chester rifles, six shotguns and J,000 
rounds of ammunition. This would give 
the sheriff means to supply a posse in 
case of trouble where immediate action 
is necessary. 

The action of the grand jury is a direct 
result of the fatal riot in Pittsburg. It 
is probable that the recommendation will 
be acted on in a short time by the board 
of county commissioners.

AT ROYAL STATUES 
STEPHENS PROTESTS 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, May 27.—(Special.)—Rep- 
resentative Stephens, of Texas, has intro- 
duced a redolution whose design is to pre- 
vent, if possible, the acceptance by this 
government of the statue of Frederick, 
the Great, offered by Emperor William. 
This resolution reads as follows: 

“That the United States should not ac- 
cept from any foreign nation, or erect in 
any public place, any statue of any king, 
emperor, prince or potentate who has 
ruled, or is now ruling; any nation by 
the supposed divine right of kings. Such 
action on the part of the republic would 
be a repudiation of the principles of gov- 
ernment as enunciated by our bill of 
rights and constitution, and would be an 
insult to the memory of our revolutionary 
forefathers.”’ 


The gift from the German emperor of 
that statue of Frederick, the Great, ht&s 
called forth a good deal of comment. 
There is soQ\e tendency to criticise, but 
rather to hold that the erection of such a 
monument in Washington would got be 
particularly appropriate, There is, how- 
eyer, no criticism’ of the Germran emper- 
or's, friendly act 4r‘of the president's ac- 
ceptanhce, it being generally taken for 
granted that the German emperor means 
all right and that the president could not 
help accepting the gift once tendered. 

The president's decision to accept was 
not taken without the most careful con- 
sideration. At first it was thought he 
would refer the matter to ¢ongress be- 
cause of the constitutional provision 
which requires congressional acceptance 
of any gift or present from any prince, 
king or foreign state, but a careful study 
of the case showed that this did not apply 
to such a present as that of a monument 
to the capital city. 

The president at first had an idea that 
the tender should be made to congress 
and intimated this In his telegram of ac- 
ceptance. When he broached the matter 
to members of the cabinet, however, he 
found that they were generally of the 
opinion that such a step would not be 
necessary and that the monument could 
be placed in the grounds of the new 
army war college, on the reservation of 
the Washington barracks without any 
action by congress. This college is an 
executive creation and a statue of Fred- 
erick, the Great, may properly be re- 
ceived by the executive and placed as a 
piece of art t© decorate the war college 
building or grounds. . 

The president was not wholly con- 
vinced at first that he alone had a right 
to accept the statute, but a number of 


precedents were cited which convinced | 


him that congress would not be a party 
to the acceptance, and he accordingly 
notified Emperor William that his gift 
would be gladly received by him as 
president for the government. There is 
no provision in the constitution for the 
acceptance by this government of gifts 
from another government. The only 
reference is to officers of the goVern- 
ment receiving tenders. or presents. 

President Roosevelt was shown that 
there are several precedents for the ac- 
ceptance of gifts from foreign govern- 
ments or rulers addressed to them per- 
sonally or to the government’ of the 
United States without securing authority 
of congress. Presents so accepted have 
not been retained by the presidents as 
personal gifts, but have been sent to 
the state department or to some other 
custodian to be placed among the official 
possessions of the United States. An in- 
teresting case in point is that of a por- 
trait of the Bey of Tunis, which hangs 
in the state department corridors. An 
inscription on this painting says that it 
was ‘presented a8 a souvenir of his 
friendship, in November, 186, by his 
envoy, General Ortman Hashem, bearer 
of letters of condolance for the assassi- 
nation of President Lincoln, and of con- 
gratulation for the termination of the 
civil war.” This portrait was presented 
to President Johnson as a gift to him 
and to the nation, and. congress was 
never asked to sanction the acceptance. 
Similar instances with reference to ac- 
ceptance without act of congress are 
found in the precedents bearing upon 
the case. 

So the monument has been accepted, 
and its unveiling at some time in the 
future will be an event of internationai 
interest. There is a tendency abroad to 
see in this gift of the German emperor 
another shrewd play for American 
friendship. He is believed to have had 
in mind a repetition of the triumphal 
visit of his royal brother, Prince Henry, 
and it is suggested that this unveiling 
may made more significant ‘ the 
presence here of the emperor himself. 

Of course, this part of the incident is 
too far in the future to make reference 
to it in more than mere work, 
but there is a general belief here in 
Washington that when the time comes 
for the unveiling of this statue of the 
German warrior upon American soil the 
event will e one of. the most

CFISMIC SHOCK 
AT CHATTANOOGA 


———— 


Houses Mate to Tremble and 
People Badly Frightened, 


Shock Accompanied by a Rumbling 
Sound—United States Geologist 
Hill Tells of His Trip to 
Desolate Zone on Island 
of Martinique. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 23.—(Special.) 


A distinct earthquake shock was felt 
here about 2 o'clock this morning, ac- 
companied by low rumbling sound. Houses 
were shaken and windows rattled in all 
parts of the city and suburbs. The shock 
lasted several seconds. Many people were 
awakened and greatly frightened. 


Feared for Life of Kennan. 

Port*de France, Island of Martinique. 
May 28.—5 p. m.—A tremendous explosion 
of very black smoke from Mont Pelee at 
8:45 this morning accented the fear enter- 
tained for the safety of George Kennan, 
the American author, who, with a land 
party, has been examining the northern 
part of the island. The governor of Mar- 
tinique, M. L’Heurre, was at once seen 
with the object of arranging for a rescue 
party to proceed by land in connection 
with the voyage along the coast of the 
United States cruiser Cincinnati, snould 
such steps appear necessary. j ; 

Afbout 11 o’clock this morning Fernand 
Clerc, a wealthy landed proprietor of Mar- 
tinique, arrived here and announced that 
Mr. Kennan and his party were safe on 
a plantation at the north end of the is- 
land 

Professor Robert T. Hill, United States 
government geologist, and -head of the 
expedition sent to Martinique by the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, wno left Fort 
de France Monday on horseback for the 
volcano, returned here this morning 
He was completely worn out by his trip. 

Professor Hill recites an imteresting 
story of his examination of the district 
through which he passed. He left Fort 
de France at 1 o'clock Monday afternoon. 
He was accompanied by a Mr, Cava- 
naugh, an army officer from the Britisn 
island of Trinidad, and a boy named Joe, 
who was to act as interpreter. The party 
set out on horseback and took the direct 
road for Morne Rouge. Between the ham- 
lets of Deux Choux and Fonds St. Denis, 
the party entered upon the outer edge 
of the zone of ashes. Except for occa- 
sional patches all the country to ,this 
point Was ereen and smiling. 

In the Zone of Flame. 

Upon reaching the Rafbaud plantation, 1 
mile southwest of St. Pierre, the ex- 
plorer met the clear line of demareation 
of the zone of flame and destruction, al- 
though not of annihilation. Monday night 
Was spent in a deserted house at Fonds 
St. Denis, from which Professor Hill wit- 
nessed and studied the volcanic eruption 
of that night. At this point the horses of 
the party became exhausted. 

Early the next morning Professor Hill 
pushed on to Mont Parnasse, where sev- 
eral people were killed in the eruption of 
May 8 He encountered no human beings, 
but he did meet a number of ebandoned 
cattle, which tried to follow him. From 
Mont Parnasse the explorer proceeded to 
Morne Rouge, where he succeeded in get- 
ting a number of important photographs. 
He found that a close approach to Mont 
Pelee was impossible, and as his actual 
position was dangerous, he started back 
in a southerly direction. At Champs 
Flore, Professor Hill's horse gave out 
completely, and he secured the services of 
native guides, who led him by wild moun- 
tain paths back to Fonds St. Denis and 
Deux Choux. Tuesday night was spent 
at the latter place. From this point Pro- 
fessor Hill sent a messenger into Fort de 
France with a request that a carriage be 
sent for him. Wednesday morning the 
profe@sor left Deux Choux and walked to 
within 15 kilometers of Fort de France, 
where he borrowed an old horse from a 
negro and continued his way mounted. 
The carriage met him 5 kilometers from 
Fort de France and brought him back to 
town, where he arrived at 12 o'clock this 
morning. 

Professor Hill heard the explosion this 
morning while on his way into. Fort de 
France, and says a cloud of black 
smoke at a great height was drifting 
slowly to the southeast. 

Failed to Reach Crater. 

Speaking personally of his expedition 
to Mont Pelee, Professor Hill said: 

‘tMy attempt to examine the crater of 
Mont Pelee has been futile. I succeeded, 
however, in getting very close to Morne 
Rouge. At 7 o’clock Monday night I 
witnessed, from a point near the ruins 
of St. Pierre, a frightful explosion from 
Mont Pelee.and noted the accompanying 
phenomena. While these eruptions con- 
tinue no sane man should attempt to 
ascend the crater of the volcano. Fol- 
lowing the salvos of detonations from 
the mountain gigantic mushroom shaped 
columns of smoke and cinders ascended 
into the clear, starlit sky and then 
spread, im a vast black sheet, to the 
south and directly over my head. 
Through this sReet, which ‘extended a 
distance Of 10 miles from the crater, vivid 
and awful lightning-like bolts flashed 
with alarming frequency. They followed 
distirict patns of ignition, but were dif- 
ferent om lightning, in that the bolts 
were horizontal and not perpendicular. 
This is indisputable evidence of the ex- 
plosive oxidation of the gases after they 
left the crater. This is a most important 
observation, and explains, in part, the 
awful catastrophe. This phenomenon is 
entirely new in volcanic history 

“IT took many photographs, but do not 
hesitate to dcknowledge that I was terri- 
fied. But I was not the only person so 
frightened. Two newspaper correspon- 
dents, who were close to Morne Rouge 
some hours before me, became scared, 
ran 3 miles down the mountain and hast- 
ened into Fort de France. 

‘The people om the north end of the 
island are terrified and are fleeing with 
their cattle and effects. I spent Tuesday 
night in a house at Deux Choux with a 
crowd of 200 frightened refugees. 

“Nearly all the phenomena of these 
volcanic outbreaxs are new to science, 
and many of them ‘have not yet been ex- 
plained. The voicano is still intensely 
active, and I cannot make any predic- 
tions as to what it will do.”’ 


Kennan’s Observations. 


The story related by Mr. Clerc is also 
quite interesting. Mr. Clerc says: 

“Mr. Kennan and his party have been 
with me. We got around the mountain 
and reached the new crater not far from 
Ajoupo Bouillon. We discovered that 
it had broken out at the very head of the 
River Falaise and about 200 yards from 
the high road. Our party rode directly 
to the edge of the crater, as it was then 
quiescent. We saw that a great alice of 
the mountain had fallen, leaving exposed 
a perpendicular cliff. In this cliff were 
five huge tunnels, which were not smok- 
ing. The crater is a great, sloping, oval 
depression, from which smoke issues, as 
it does from the great crater, with the 


exception that here and there were few |

“BY THE CONGRESS OF CUBA 


Havana, May 28.—The house of repre- 
sentatives has reconsidered the bill which 
provided amnesty for Americans who 
were under sentence or in jail in Cuba 
and has added an-amendment which pro- 
vides that amnesty be granted to native 
born Americans only. Ins this form the 
bill was sent to the senate. The purpose 
of the amendment is to exclude from the 
proposed amnesty those naturalized 
American citizens who might be released 
under the bill and who might still con- 
tinue to reside in Cuba. 

The house has voted to fix the salary of 
the president of the republic at $25,000 a 
year and that of members of congress at 
$3,600. 


Presidént Palma’s message to congress 
was read today. Considerable scandal 
has arisen from the fact that this meg- 
sage was published by a local paper last 
night before it had been delivered to 
congress. Today the house passed a res- 
olution to the effect that it considered 
the premature consideration of the mes- 
sage a discourtesy on the part of Presi- 
dent Palma.

and in 1860 was elected to the chair of 
pastoral theology in the seminary at 
Princeton university, though he declined 
the election. Many other flattéring offers 
were made to him throughout his career, 
including the pulpit of Dr. Alexander's 
church .in New York, but all ‘these offers 
he refused, preferring to remain with his 
old congregation in New Orleans. 

Dr. Palmer was one of the :strongest 
leaders, of the south in the pulpit imme- 
diately preceding and during the civil war 
and on Thanksgiving day, 1860, preached 
his famous secessidh sermon in. this 
city. In 1861, when’ the’ southern 
churches withdrew from the Presbyterian 
assembly at Philadelphia and not at Au- 
gusta Dr. Palmer was chosen as modera- 
tor, taking his place as héead of the 
Southern Presbyterian church. 

His service in the army was Ii:regular. 
but his intimacy with General Polk 
Beauregard helped to turn 
his attention to the spiritual necessities 
had 
full charge of detailing the southern min- 
isters in the army of Tennessee. Dr. Pal- 
mer was a profoundly impressive orator 
snd his reputation ¢s a preacher was nat- 
ural. 

His church here, the First Presbyterian, 
has probably been visited by more stran- 
gers, drawn by his reputation as a pul- 
pit orator, than any church in the 
south. Two years ago Dr. Palmer deliv: 
ered a notable oration at the Louisville 
reunion of the United Confederate Veter- 
ens.

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 28.—(Spectal.) | are taxed without representation, de- 


The International Emigration and Com- 
mercial Association, composed of leading 
negroes of the country, is holding a con- 
vention here. Bishop Turner and Dr. 
Heard, minister to Liberia under Cleve- 
land, are .the chief promoters of a new 
scheme. A petition hag been prepared to 
be presented to the president and con- 
gress asking an appropriation of $500,000,- 
000 by congress to assist dissatisfied ne- 
groes to leave this equntry. The petition 
says: 

“This is no scheme of compulsory colo- 
nization and deportation. The appropri1- 
tion asked should be availgble for those 
only who voluntarily seek its ald to*as- 
sist them to a home outside of the United 
States. We are positive that many hun- 
dreds of thousands of our people would 
freely and cheerfully avai] themselves of 
the opportunity to live their lives amid 
other surroundings and conditions. Such 
a provision will help everybody. It will 
help those who leave the country and will! 
help those who stay, both white and col- 
ored., 

“Things have reached that condition in 
our country that colored people enjoy 
relatively less of the institutions of the 
country, less of the protection of the 
laws, less of the usual and ordinary pro- 
cesses of the courts, {fn short, less of 
humanity and all the rights that belong 
to man independent of conventions, com- 
pacts and constitutions, than in any na- 
tion on the face of the earth calling 
itself Christian and civilized: yea, even 
less than obtained In Turkey or China.

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The Redemption of the Negro. 

Booker Washington has scarcely 
ever made a greater and wiser speech 
than the brief one he uttered Tuesday 
in the conference at the Atlanta uni- 
versity. It was a nail driven with a 
master hand and we wish we could 
as certainly say it was driven in a 
sure place. A dozen sentences taken 
from it, printed in large letters and 
hung in every negro home in the south 
would be like “apples of gold in pict- 
ures of silver’ and work in time a 
miracle of racial regeneration among 
the black men of America. 

Let that seem high praise, but can- 
dor can say no less. The man who 
can stand with steady eye and cour- 
ageous soul before the mass of his 
own peculiar people and speak to them 
words that are unwelcome to most of 
their adventurous ambitions and pride 
of possibilities is a seer. Booker 
‘Washington knows that the past ed- 
ucation of his people in the south on 
the subject of their education and 
future careers has been unwise edu- 
cation. They have been encouraged 
to believe that they should reach for 
the same classic attainments as are 
available to the white race and find 
their triumphs of brain and achieve- 
ment in the same fields of intellectual 
activity as the white men of wealth, 
position and enterprise. 

Thirty years of ambitious effort, 
fostered by false philanthropies from 
foreign experimenters, have produced 
abundant evidences that the safest 
and most hopeful course of the negro 
is not along those lines. Booker 
Washington has learned ‘that truth’ 
ahead of most of his colleagues and 
he impressed it upon his hearers Tues- 
day with a plainness and pungency al- 
most inspired. 

The broadest foundation the negro 
can find for his industry and future 
independence is the land. Agricul- 
ture is God’s first work-gift to man and 
the truth is practically everlasting as 
to this life that “the farmer feeds us 
all!” The man who has a field and 
the strength and skill to make it 
yield a surplus for the support of 
those who produce no food of beast or 
man has the world at his feet. The 
most independent man on the planet 
is he who owns a section of the soil, 
“who lives by his own labor and has 
that to sell which the millions must 
have or perish. 

In the south the way is wide open 
for the negro to easily hecome an in- 
dependent owner of land and to occu- 
py the agricultural and mechanical 
fields of prime production. The edu- 
cation he most needs is that which 
will make him wise to seize these op- 
‘portunities and skilful to use them to 
the largest profit. And when he does 
those things he will become an im- 
portant factor in the realities of the 
economic and civic world. He will 
mot suffer himseif or his race to men- 
ace society and society in turd will 
protect and defend his ewery essential 
right. Together they will labor and 
each race, in its own way and rights, 
will augment and enjoy the prosperity 
of the state. 
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Proclaiming a Constitution. 
“There is a singular political situation 
in each of the states of Virginia and 
Connecticut, growing out of the mak- 
ing of their new constitutions. 
The people of Virginia ordered a con- 
‘$titutional convention largely upon the 
pledge of the state democratic conven- 
tion of 1900 that the constitution, 
when completed, should be submitted 
to the popular vote for ratification or 
rejection. After nearly a year of la- 
bor the convention has completed the 
constitution and now the convention 
{8 in the throes of a hot debate as to 
whether the instrument shall be sub- 
_ Jected to the hazards of an election or 
be proclaimed outright” by the act of 
the convention itself. 
There can be no question as to the 
ry . right of the convention, if it elects 


ab to do, to immediately proclaim the 
new constitution as the supreme law 
of the state from a nominated date. 
That right inheres in the body as con- 
structively “the people” and possessed 
of its sovereignty. That question is 
res adjudicata in law. Delaware only 
a few years ago had its constitution 
established in that way. 

The question which burns in Vir- 
ginia is tuat of the moral right and 
political honesty of so proclaiming 
the eonstitution in the face of the 
pledge of the dominant party to sub- 
mit it to the final judgment of the 
people at largé. The suffrage ques- 
‘tion is the doubtful one that causes 
the trouble. The convention has erectt 
ed a limited electorate. To submit the 
constitution to the old electorate is 
to invite its rejection and the defeat 
of the main reason for its reformation. 
To submit to the new electorate is to 
limit the present electorate without 
authority. Hence, the only way that 
seems open to the convention. to se- 
cure the substantial fruits of its labor 
is to violate the moral law and stand 
upon its sovereign right to proclaim 
the constitution without its reference 
to a popular vote. And that invites a 
future factional warfare in the poll- 
tics of the state. It is a bad dilemma 
any way one looks at it. 

In Connecticut the new constitution 
does not do what was desired dn the 
ordering of itssconstruction._ For a 
generation or more the smaller towns 
of the state have elected the majority 
of the legislature. Onetenth of the 
people practically controlled the gov- 
ernment of the whole people through 
an absurb basis of town representa- 
tion. 

The late convention did not reform 
this injustice and now the governor 
of the state and the peoples of the 
cities are up in arms against the adop- 
tion of the constitution and will proba- 
bly defeat its adoption. But the small- 
er towns still hold the power to con- 
trol the legislature and so render it 
impossible for the cities to get their 
rights in representation. The result 
is that Connecticut must continue to 


be governed by the dominant tenth.

The End of the School Year. 

The cities and towns of the state 
are now in the season of school clos- 
ings. Those exercises that are so in- 
aptly called “commencements” are be- 
ing held in a hundred communities, or 
more, and the reports indicate that 
they are being attended and enjoyed 
by increased crowds of people and 
with unusual enthusiasm. These facts 
are strong encouragement to those 
who are so patiently and diligently 
laboring in the field of public instruc- 
tion. 

The public man who assumes that 
the people of Georgia are not intense- 
ly interested in the business of popu- 
lar education makes a most embarass- 
ing mistake. The fact that criticism 
is heard against some features and 
results of the present system is not 
a signal that the people are-apposed 
to public education. On the contrary, 
it is a strong pointer indicating that 
they are close observers of what is 
being both done and left undone in 
‘this important branch of the state 
service. 

Those who know the real temper of 
the people. know that they are yearly 
becoming more zealous and insistent 
for a settled system of public schools 
that will guarahtee to Georgia an in- 
telligent and progesssive population. 
The vast majority of the parents are 
eager for the instruction of their chil- 
dren and are willing to make every 
reasonable sacrifice to secure it. In 
their demands for an efficient system 
they are even ahead of their legisla- 
tors and do not always, in their crit- 
icisms of present conditions, stop to 
consider the underlying difficulties 
with which the administrators of the 
system have to contend. 

The greatest of those difficulties is 
the poverty of our resources. To the 
casual eye the sum of a million and 
a half dollars in the schoo: fund an- 
nually looks like a mighty mountain 
of gold, but when it is distributed over 
the state and parcelled out to meet 
the educational needs of half a mil- 
lion children it dwindles into an al- 
most ridiculous dole to each of them. 

To have much better schools than 
we have now Georgia must raise more 
money and devise wiser methods in its 
educational employment. The state is 
not without the wisdom and abilities 
needed for the work and the sooner 
the people urge the legislature to take 
the matter in hand with vigor and de 
termination the sooner will the bet- 
terment of our common schools be ac- 
complished. 

Popular education is a paying in- 
vestment. The returns to the state in 
better equipped citizenship are-visible 
and yet inestimable. The ratio of en- 
terprise, thrift, economies and sub- 
stantial wealth as between educated 
and semi-educated communities is too 
wide not to be recognized and easily 
measured. 

Georgia cannot afford to lag behind 
any state in the union in her endeav- 
ors to create the beneficent conditions 
that follow popular education. She 
can find the money and the teachers 
and it is the duty of the people them- 
selves to urge forward their legtslators 
in the great and wise work of for- 
warding this supreme interest of the 
state.

His visit to Atlanta will give to our 
leading citizens the opportunity to 
consider China with something more 
than mere curious and academic inter- 
est. In some degree we have already 
established relations. with China 
through the cotton industries of the 
city and state and the way lies open 
f> us to increase largely our trade in- 
tercourse with the teeming Celestial 
empire. Its people are large users of 
cotton cloths of the coarser and cheap- 
er grades that can be more advan- 
tageously manufactured in our south- 
ern mills than by the looms of arty 
other region of the earth. There is no 
reason why, with a proper ungerstand- 
ing of the facts that control that com- 
merce, the south should not speedily 
monopolize it. 

The occasion of the visit of Minis- 
ter Wu should result in throwing a 
large light upan the conditions exist- 
ing in China shat invite our enterprise 
and in establishing suca ideas as will 
conduce to closer commercial rela- 
tions between the Chinese and the 
southern people. : 

We doubt not that with his naive 
frankness the Chinese minister will 
enlighten us in ways we have not 
known and help us to reform some no- 
tions we have heretofore held regard- 
ing China and her importance to us in 
our outreach for world-wide markets. 
He has spoken before the most intel- 
‘ligent ‘commercial bodies of the coun- 
try and always cogently and wisely. 
Our leaders of enterprise can hardly 
fail to profit by the words he wiil 
speak and the ‘new views of our Chi- 
nese relations that he will open to 
them. 

China Makes Protest. 

China seems to be playing in very 
bad luck. Since the protocol was sign- 
ed by the powers some time ago fixing 


ernment ‘is.to pay for the Boxer out- 
break last year the value of the tael 
has declined. from 74 cents to 60 cents, 
and if the indemnity is paid. on the 
gold basis it will involve the loss of 
an additional 100,000,000 taels. 

When the amount of the indemnity 
was first agreed upon it was thought 
to be excessive, and this feeling was 
not entertained by the Chinese alone. 
Thousands’ of fair-minded people on 
both sides of the water thought that 
the penalty might have been made 
much less. But now it seems that in- 
stead of paying out 450,0uv,000 taels, 
the Chinese will have to pay out 550,- 
000,000 ‘taels, and while the value of 
the coin may have depreciated, the 
Chinese claim that it represents just 
as much hard earning capacity now as 
it did then and they can look upon 
it in no other way than as an increase 
in the already excessive burden which 
they have been called upon to. bear. 

Legally the government is bound to 
pay the indemnity upon the gold’ basis, 
regardless of whether or not it means 
an increase in the number of taels at 
first agreed upon, as the protocol spec- 
ifies that the payment must be made 
upon the gold basis, and if 450,000,600 
taels are accepted in satisfaction of 
the indemnity it will involve an altera- 
tion in the terms of the protocol which 
the powers may decline to make. 

To the Chinese ft means as much to 
pay out 450,000,000 taels now as it did 
ohe year ago, and the idea of paying 
out 550,000,000 taels to satisfy the in- 
demnity is extremely bitter to them, 
and they will protest to the last ex- 
tremity against what they consider 
the injustice of being required to pay 
an additional 100,000,000 taels. 
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Just to encourage the boys at the 
coming elect$on in Pennsylvania a noto- 
rious ballot-box stuffer came home and 
got acquitted in spite of what Brer 
Charles Emory Smith calls “damning ev- 
idence of his guilt.’’

Answer to Challenge Sent Yesterday Indicates That

Mr. Small states 
that he has’ no°-connection. with/Mr. Ter- 
rell’s candidacy and challenged Mr. Guer- 
ry to meet him alone for a discussion of 
the qpestion of local option. . 

After receiving: Mr. Small’s challenge 
Mr. Guerry replied thathe would be wil!- 
ing to meet Mr. Smajl in the place of 
Warner Hill, whom he had previously 
signified a willingness to meet, provided 
Mr. Terrell also took part in the joint dis- 
cussion. Mr. Guerry named three friends, 
any one of wrom, he said, he was willing 
should represent him in arranging for a 
joint debate to be held in Atlanta June 2. 
Mr. Small, answering this communication 
by telegraph, said it would be agreeable 
to him to have General Giement A. Evans 
represent Mr. Guerry in preparing for

During the night several messages 
passed between Mr. Guerry and Mr.

The 
inducement for extending the challenge to 
others, as stated in my communications 
and as well understood by every intelli- 
gent reader, was to secure a public dis- 
cussion with my opponent, Mr. Terrell 
himself. 

“There has been made from time to 
time the absurd suggestion that I should 
enter. in joint debate with Mr. Terrell s | 
lieutenants instead of with him, but this 
I have always declined, except that I 
allowed the Hon. W. M. Toomer to pre- 
cede me at Waycross with a speech of 
twenty minutes. : 

“After having corrected what you have 
had to say on this subject so that no one 
may be misled by it, and occupying the 
same position that I have heretofore on 
this senbject, I now agree to substitute 
you in the proposed discussion for War- 
ner Hill. 

“As you seem to have misunderstood 
me, I wish to say by way of further ex- 
planation that Mr. Terrell in the joint 
debate should be required to discuss in 
good Faith the issues between us, as a 
public discussion of these issues with him 
is both the object of my challenge and 
the inducement which leads me to make 
such liberal concessions in his behalf. 

“As to the terms of my original propo- 
sition, you ‘can easily find them as pub- 
lished in the *newspapers, if you do not 
already understand them. 

“In order that there may be no unnec- 
essary delay, I now name the 2d of June 
as the day and Atlanta as the place, 
and‘as my friend for the occasion General 
Clement A. Evans or James L. An- 
derson or the Hon. George Hillyer, all of 
Atlanta. Upon reading or receiving this 
letter, I beg that you wire me at once 
your acceptance. 

“Of course, my dear sir, neither you 
nor any intelligent citizen of Georgia 
could have expected me at any time dur- 
ing the campaign, much less in its last 
days, to spend my time or strength sole- 
ly upon a disputant who is not a candli- 
date and upon one question only, when 
there are other vital questions on 
which my candidacy is predicated, while 
his principal and my opponent is still en- 
joying the advantages of a stump for on» 
only.

She Was Convicted of Manslaughter. 
Dead Man’s Friends Said To Be 
Displeased at the Verdict 
of the Jury.

Mary Dillard, the white woman who 
shot and killed Will Felmett in Blue 
Ridge, Fannin county, Thursday night, 
May 22, was brought to Atlanta last night 


for safe keeping. 

It had been rumored that a mob might 
be organized for the purpose of lynching 
the woman if the verdict of the jury Was 
not satisfactory. The jury rendered a 
_ verdict yesterday morning of voluntary 
manslaughter and the weman was at 
once’ placed on a train and hurried to 
Atlanta. 

The victim of the woman's pistol was a 
reilroad man and he had a large number 
of friends who were incensed at his being 
shot down a8 he was. It was reported 
that some of these friends had held a 
secret meeting Tuesday night and de- 
cided to take the law in their hands if 
the woman was not found guilty of mur- 
der. All cof this was reported to the 
court officials and Judge Fite issued the 
order transferring the woman to Atlanta. 

When seen at the Tower last night by 
a reporter of The Constitution the pris- 
oner was sitting on an iron bunk in a 
cell. She did not appear to be frightened 
and talked about the crime she had com- 
mitted in a very off-hand way. She is 
about 30 years of age. 

“The sheriff tellge me,’’ she said, ‘that 
wht Felmett's friends wanted to lynch 
tne and that is why they brought me here. 
I did what I did because I had to and 
there is no use in treating me in this 
way.”’ 

Mary Dillard shot and: killed Will Fel- 
mett at the door of her home. She claim- 
ed hé tried to push his way into the 
house and that he cursed and abused her. 
Witnesses stated that she shot to keep 
tha ‘man out, but he was not attempting 
to hurt her. 

Only one shot was fired and Felmett 
Hived only a few minutes after he fell, 

The woman will be kept in Atlanta un- 
til transferred to the penitentiary, to 
which she has been sentenced for ten 
years.

Bishop Candler and Dr. Bigham Re- 
' turned from Dallas Yesterday. 


WORK OF THE CONFERENCE 


Dr. Bigham Discusses Features of the 
Meeting—Bishop Candler Will 
Not Talk of the Con- 
ference. 


Several of the delegates to the Dallas 
convention of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, arrived in Atlanta yester- 
day morning shortly after 12 o’clock. 
Bishop Warren A. Candler was among 
those who came home yesterday, a8 was 
the Rev. Dr. R. J. Bigham, presiding elder 
of the Atlanta district of the Methodist 
church. ’ 

In speaking of the work done at the 
Dallas conference Dr, Bigham said to 4 
reporter for The Constitution yesterday: 

“It was a very much shorter and pleas- 
anter conference ‘than was anticipated. 
The attendance was very full. It was 
supposed that on account of the ‘war 
claim’ that there wduld be some bitter- 
ness and rancor, but it is believed that 
the matter was settled as far as possi- 
ble under the circumstances. There w3s 
some radical legislation at tthe confer- 
ence. The most surprising was the es- 
tablishment of the order of deaconesses. 
Only preliminary steps were taken, how- 
ever. There will be no ordination, but 
simply a formal setting apart of qualified 
and willine women for service to ‘the 
church. particularly in our cities of the 
southern conference for hospital and 
missionary work. 

“Action was also taken at the conf’r- 
ence looking to the establishment of 4 
publishing house in Shanghai, China, to 
be conducted jointlv with the other Meth- 
odist bodies. Action in reeard to this 
matter was far-reaching. The action of 
the conference {n reward to local preach - 
ers. with which the public {fs familiar 
from the newspaper accounts, has been 
lone desiroble. 

“In relation to the two bishops elected. 
Doctors Hoss and Smith. hoth are thor- 
ovurhly finiehed men for their work and 
will serv> the church with credit.”’ 

When asked his opinion of the sate of 
the property on which the First Metho- 
dist church of this city now stands. and 
the purchase of the property on 'the cor- 
ner of Peachtree street and Port'r viace. 
for the purpose of erectine a new dhurch 
Pr. Bicham refused to be interviewed. 
He said that he helitved the action of 
the conference. held on Monday and Tues- 
dav nights. was binding. 

At the conference in Dilias Dr, Bigham 
was elected senior book agent of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. South, with 
headquarters in Nashville. Tenn. This 
will necessitate Dr. Bigham’s removal to 
Nashvilie, and though the position is a 
desirable one Dr. Bigham’s friends In ‘this 
city will regret his change of resfdence. 
In speaking of ‘his appointment yesterday 
Dr. Bigham said: 

“T am sorrv that Tam going away from 
Atlanta. TI have heen here for several 
years and thave become greatly ‘attached 
to the city and its people. I consider At- 
lanta one of the leading cities of this 
country. One of the greatest tributes to 
Atlanta is the jealousy displayed on trains 
and in the cities of the west. Time and 
time agiin I have haard people in other 
cities say that the population of Atlanta 
and its ‘business was greatly ‘stuffed,’ 
and I consider that to be the greatest flat- 
tery.”’ 

Bishop Warren A. Candler will appoint 
a minister to fill.the place of Dr. Bigham 
as presiding elder of the Atlanta district. 
Bishop Candler is going to Oxford, Miss, 
where the will preach the commencfment 
sermon before the University of Mississip- 
pi, and he will not take up the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Bigham’s successor until his 
return. Bishop Candler will probably re- 
turn from Mississippi early next week. 

Dr. Bigham stated yesterday that ‘all 
the wor.. and the elections at the Dallas 
convention had met with the universal 
approval of the church. 

Bishop Candler went direct to his home 
yesterday after he arrived here from Dal 
las. He refused to make any statement 
about the Dallas conference or its work.

The entire business 
of the Imperial has peen taken over by 
the Alliance, and the officials of that 
company being opposed to American 
business, all agencies of the Imperial 
in this country. have been taken up. 

Atlanta fire insurance men do not re- 
gard the retirement of the Imperial as 
any sign that the business is now on a 
bad plane itn America. It has been 
known for a-.long time that the manage- 
ment of the Imperial was hostile to 
American business. It is understood 
that the Alliance people are even strong- 
er in theif prejudice against business on 
this side the Atlantic than were the 
Imperial officials, so.the retirement was 
the occasion of little urprise, ;
